The Examiner indicates: 

Applicant's amendment and convincing remarks of record have overcome the 
rejections of record. The references including Sakai et al. (5,185,040), Abraham 
et al (5,907,246), Thomas (2,506,047), etc. of record, alone or in combination, do 
not fairly anticipatively disclose each and every aspect of the claimed method, or 
fairly make a prima facie obvious case of the claimed method, in combination 
with other processing claimed limitations as recited in base claims, the inclusion 
of at least providing a receptacle including at least one viscous material pool 
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containing viscous material having an exposed surface extending upwardly to a 
height therein, providing at least one vertically adjust [sic] table stop proximate 
the receptacle, and positioning the at least one semiconductor element proximate 
the at least one vertically adjustable stop such that only a specific portion of the 
first surface [of] the at least one semiconductor element contacts the exposed 
surface of the viscous material. Thomas [sic]
